Points on the Culture of Flowers 


Treatment of Plants Received by Mail.—If plants are wilted 
immerse themin tepid water, without removing the packing 
material, and allow them to remain for half an hour. This will 
speedily restore them as fresh as ever. Then unpack and set 
small pots in rich fibrous loam, shade from the sun and sprinkle 
foliage every day, being careful not to overwater the roots un- 
til the plants begin to grow, after which they may be shifted to 
larger potsif necessary. 

. Soilin Which to Pot Plants.—The best soil for most plants 
is composed of two-thirds well-rotted sods (that have been 
previously cut and piled up to rot) or good garden soil, and 
one-third well-rotted manure, well mixed up together. If the 
sods are not naturally sandy, it is well to add some sharp sand. 
This is the kind of soil we use for all kinds of plants. 

Watering.—Whenever the plantsare dry, waterso that 
the earth will be saturated, and no more. When much water 
passes off, it impoverishes the soil inashort time. [he water 
should be the same temperature as therOomin which the 
plants grow. No water should be allowed to remain in the 
saucers under the pots except in the case of acquatic plants. 
Soft-wooded plants require much more water than hard-wood- 
ed ones, 

Dust.—The great secret of growing plants successfully in 
the house lies in keeping them clean. 


Drainage is of the utmost importance Every large pot 
should have at least an inch of broken pot, shredded moss or 
charcoal placed in the bottom. 

Syringing.—All plants are benefitted by liberal spraying 
two or three times a week, especially on the under side of the 
leaf. Roses and carnations should be syringed daily, ifin a 
warm room. 

Air.—Ventilate well every fine day when air above freezing 
point can be admitted. Do not allow cold air to blow directly 
against plants. 


_ Insects .Healthy growing plants are seldom troubled with 
insects or mildew. One of the most disgusting of these isthe 


Scale which attacks the Ferns, Palms, Ivies, etc., lodging on, 
the stem and underside of leaf, There is no remedy but scrap- 


ing off and destroying. A severe scrubbing with an old tooth- 
brush and tobacco soap will remove the scale. Mealy bugs 
lodge in the axils of the leaves and are easily destroyed by us- 
ing an old tooth-brush. Red spider shows itself ina browa 
dried condition of the leaves and is an indication of too dry an 
atmosphere. It is the great p-st of the house-grown rosés. 
Moisture is its greatest enemy. Sponge, sprinkle or wash the 
leaves often and thoroughly, taking tepid water. The Green 


Fly or Apis, is best destroyed by tobacco smoke, if the smoke! 


can be confied about the plants; otherwise a tobacco tea, 
made by steeping one pound of tobacco stems in four or five 
gallons of water, can be used. Dip the plants in the liquid or 
sprinkle them thoroughly with it; or moisten the plants with 
water and sprinkle tobacco dust over them, letting them re- 
main until the usual watering washes off. ; 


Worms in the Soil are frequently caused by using soil not 


sufficiently rotted, Lime water will usually expel them with- 


out injury to the plant, one part lime to twenty parts of water, 
and when clear, give one or two waterings. 


Mildew.—A whitish or mouldy appearance of the leaves. 
It is caused by a sudden change in the atmosphere from great 
heat tocold, or by adraft from open windows or doors..‘At 
first appearance moisten the plants and dust them with sulphur. 
This will arrest the spreadof the disease.

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Flowers For Weddings, Receptions, Banquets, Etc. 


FOR WEDDINGS. What is Proper for the Bride. There are many forms of 
bouquets used. We are illustrating three of the more inexpensive kinds. The regular 
formal wedding bouquet, (No. 1) is made of one to three dozen white Roses, according 
to taste, tied with three yards of ribbon. No. 2, a small shower bouquet, made up of 18 
long stemmed white Roses, with 18 short stemmed Roses caught in the loops of the 
baby ribbon. For this style 20 to 40 yards of white baby ribbon is used, and 3 to 5 
yards of netting or chiffon, according to taste of purchaser. No. 3 is the floral ring. A 
ring of No. 8 wire is covered with a string of Smilax and one dozen sprays of Asparagus 
Plumosa. Two dozen short stemmed Roses are twined into the ring and tied with 
narrow gauze ribbon or baby ribbon, and the whole tied with chiffon at thetop. This 
ring is carried on the arm of the bride. These are the simpler forms. 


on the arm. 

For the Bridesmaid and Maids of Honor bouquets of similar form to that of the 
bride, but pink in color, are used. Carnations, Lilies, Chrysanthemums, Hyacinths, 
Sweet Peas, Lily of the Valley, Orchids, are often used instead of Roses, and are per- 
fectly proper. 

For groom and attendants, one white rose or carnation for each is in good taste. 

The bride’s table should be very dainty... Pink or white Killarney Roses, or light 
pink and white Carnations with Asparagus Plumosus. If low effect is desired, Violets, 
Hyacinths, Sweet Peas or Marguerites may be used. 

For the guests’ tables, large vases of Roses, Carnations or other seasonable flowers. 
Smilax, a few Ferns or Asparagus Sprengeri add very much to the effect if scattered 
or draped around the table. 

A SIMPLE WEDDING DECORATION FOR THE HOME canbe readily made 
as fellows: Select a corner in the room with at least 5 feet space each way from corner. 
Stretch a wire 8 or 10 inches from ceiling diagonal across corner. Drape two lace cur- 
tains, one on each side from the center, and loop them up with chiffon or cord about 
(No. 1) Wedding Bouquet two feet from floor on each side. Then drape two more, (a different pattern will do) 
right over these and loop them up about four or five feet from floor. Trim these with 
four to twelve strings of 
Smilax or a few dozen 
sprays of Asparagus. A 
large fur rug on the floor 
with a few Palms or Ferns 
at each side and two or three 
at back corner, gives a very 
pretty effect — with little 
work and expense. The bri- 
dal party should stand fac_ 
ing the corner, with the 
minister under the curtains 
facing the room. ;

HOW TO SOW THE SEED 


A shallow box is the best to sow flower seeds in. 


Make two or three holes in the bottom for drainage and fill nearly to the top 
with rich loam, without manure. 


Take small piece of board and press the soil perfectly smooth and level. Sow the seed evenly. 
Take two parts of pure sand to one of pure loam and mix well. Place a small quantity of this in a fine sieve. Do not shake it, 
but take one hand and rub the dirt through, watching the box, so as to coverit evenly. Small seed, like Petunia, should be 
slightly covered, while larger ones, like Asters, Verbenas, etc., will do better if one-eight of an inch of this fine covering material is 
used. Sprinkle after covering. Cut or fold a piece of cloth or paper the size of the inside of the box, wet, and lay directly on the 
eatth. This should remain until the seedlings are seen breaking through the ground, when it should be taken off and the box 


placed in a sunny window; do not keep too wet, or they will damp off (rot at the top of the ground).

Give them manure water, if 
possible, once a week. If protected by sheeting, they need not be brought into the house until well in October and when brought 
in, place in a room without a fire, and give plenty of-air when not frosty.

CULTURAL DIRECTIONS 


eS In selrcting a location for a Rose-bed, do not choose one where 

’ they will be shaded by trees or buildings ,as the rose delights in an open, 
airy situation, with plenty of gunshine. Roses are very partial to clay 
loam soil, but will do wellin an ordinary soil, if enriched with well- 
rotted barnyard manure, In n1eparing the bed, dig it up thoroughly to 
a depth of 12 or 15 inches, as rose roots penetrate deep when they have 
a chance. In forming the beds, do not elevate them above the levle 
of the ground surrounding as they will suffer less from drought. After 
the plants are set out keep the soil loose to a depth of an inch or two 
by frequent'stirrings. An occasional soaking with weak manure water 
is a great help to them. 


~ Culture for Winter Bloom.—Keep in a room with temperature 60 

j to 65 degrees, with all the sunlight possible to obtain. Sprinkle under 

MY MARYLAND side of foliage every morning if sun is shining. Do not sprinkle on 

cold, dark days unless the atmosphere of the room is very dry. As soon 

as the bud is matured, cut the stem down to within 3 or 4 inches of the main stalk. Soil should be a good rich clay loam 

Use rotted cow-manure in soil. A little weak manure or ammonia water at the roots once a week is very beneficial if plant is 
growing strong. 


Insects and Diseases.—Greenfly is easily subdued by dusting the leaves with powdered tobacco. The rose-slug is quickly 
killed by dusting insect—the whole plant, in fact—with road dust ona sunny day. Mildew,, which affects the leaves in the 
early spring and fall, is due to the variable temperature. For this, dust powdered sulphur on the leaves. Roses must, be 
syringed thoroughly every sunny day. In the morning is preferable.

Roses by Mail.—Unpack immediately. Do not expose roots, but place at once in a shallow dish of tepid water. Toward 
evening cigetiilly plant rt good mellow soil, thcroughly firming the moist earth around the plant. Shade from the mid-day sun 
just after planting. If you can possibly avoid it do not have your plants sent by mail—the small amount of express you have 
to pay will be more than made up on the extra values of plants we will send you. 


Express.—They are usually packed with all or part of the earth adhering to each plant. They invariably arrive in 
ae ose, If the balls of tn are dry, hold carefully in a pail of water for a moment, then firm the earth carefully around the 
balls. Never plant a rose when dry at roots; always soak before you put in the ground—then firm the soil thoroughly aroun 


them and water again. Shade is not necessary.

HOW TO PLANT—Very Important. 


If you wish toenjoy a glorious sight, set out a row of these 
Roses in a trench well filled with well-rotted manure and strong 
soil (well mixed together) and you will be well repaid. Set the 
plants 15 to 18 inches apart, When planting, care should be 
taken to set plants deeply, planting them at least 2 inches 
above first joint or branches and pounding the soil firmly 
around the roots. Don’t crowd the roots, but dig a good, large 
hole, spreading out the roots; work the soil around the roots 
and pack firm as you fill the hole. When about two-thirds full 
of soil, give thorough watering, then when water soaks away, 
fill up,the hole and firm the soil with your boot. Never for an 
instant expose the roots to the hot sun. If weather is very 
warm, protect the dormant tops with straw, sacking or any 
other protecting material, until the tops swell, gradually accus- 
toming them to light and the air. By carefully observing 
above you will have no trouble to make your dormant plants 
thrive, where by careless planting <nl after-care, one-half will 
die and most often the blam2 comes back on us. 


Winter Protection for Rose-Plaats.—This may be done 
with material most convenient at hand, such as leaves, straw, 
light manure, street sweepings. pine and cedar boughs, etc. 
Large Rose bushes will stand several dezre2s of frost and the 
covering should not be put on till winter has set in, and it is 
well to lay in a few brush or pieces of wood between the plants 
that the air may circulate freely.
